The  enclosed  model  will  give  you 
something  of  an  idea  of  an  excellent  but 
inexpensive  plant  marker  which  I  have  de^ 

vised = 


The  label  is  held  firmly  in  place  on 
a  sturdy  22-inch  metal  stake  by  a  brass 
bolt  and  nut  * 

It  is  always  in  perfect  position  and 
the  names  of  the  plants  may  be  read  at  a 
glance  without  stooping  to  grasp  the  label 
and  perhaps  removing  a  Tittle  dirt  or  sand 
to  make  it  legible * 

The  label  and  stake  are  practically 
indestructible  and  will  withstand  occasional 
accidental  blows  from  a  hoe  without  injury.

The  label,  stake,  bolt  and  nut  are  all 
rustproof  and  will  last  for  years.  The  chemi¬ 
cal  ink  used  in  marking  will  not  fade.  A  num¬ 
ber  of  these  labels  placed  in  my  garden  seven 
years  ago  are  still  as  legible  today  as  when 
they  were  first  made. 

Labels  wired  to  stakes  become  detached 
and  wooden  markers  finally  rot  and  become 
displaced,  but  this  label  stays  in  place  in¬ 
definitely. 

A  number  of  prominent  Iris  growers  to  whom 
I  have  submitted  the  label  for  criticism  de¬ 
clare  it  to  be  the  best  Iris  marker  they  have 
ever  seen  and  are  going  to  adopt  it  in  their 
gardens.
